a day were deducted for food, clothing, etc. Fifty percent of the reminder of his wages 
was given tc the soldier, and 50%‘placed in a savings account to ve given. sin 

upon his revease. If a soldier working for ARMSTAV worked longer than eight 

hours in a clay, he was paid overtime and the deduction was 116 Ke a daye If he.
